FOREWORD 

In  offering  the  Artcraft  Plan  Booh,  we  have  in  mind  the  crying  need  of 
the  American  home  builder  for  practical  assistance  in  the  planning  and  build¬ 
ing  of  attractive  and  economical  frame  structures.  There  has  been  too  much 
groping  in  the  dark,  too  much  reliance  on  haphazard  information  usually  in¬ 
accurate,  impractical,  or  without  consideration  of  local  conditions  of  climate, 
cost,  or  supply  of  material. 

We  believe  that  the  inexperienced  builder  should  be  offered  for  his  selection 
photographic  designs  of  every  style  of  architecture  that  he  may  choose  intelli¬ 
gently  and  be  satisfied  with  his  choice ;  that  he  should  be  informed  as  to  the 
best  methods  of  construction  for  safety,  strength  and  economy  so  that  his 
structure  may  be  durable  and  strong  and  his  money  not  wasted  by  improper 
practice.  We  believe  he  should  know  the  characteristics  and  the  relative  values 
of  the  many  different  woods  and  materials  now  being  used,  that  he  may  select 
the  best  and  cheapest  for  his  purpose ;  and  we  further  believe  that  he  should 
know  definitely  the  finished  cost  of  any  building  so  that  he  may  be  guided  in  his 
selection  and  secure  the  most  suitable  for  the  funds  at  hand.

The  experience 
of  the  father,  Chas.  D.  Butler,  for  twenty  years  with  his  father,  J.  H.  Butler, 
in  the  same  line  was  ably  supplemented  by  the  assistance  of  the  son,  Wil¬ 
liam  T.  Butler,  who  himself  had  previously  served  eight  years  with  the  foun¬ 
der  of  the  business,  and  two  years  with  the  Gale  Lumber  Company.

Its  real  value  to  the  building  trade  is  not  fully  settled  nor  fully  accepted  by 
artisans,  builders  and  dealers. 

One  manufacturer  says: — “Nowhere  in  the  history  of  manufacturing  or 
building  since  history  began  can  be  found  an  example  equal  to  it”.  On  the 
other  hand  we  have  heard  retail  lumber  dealers  and  contractors  condemn  the 
system,  and  builders  who  have  erected  certain  makes  of  widely  advertised  “mon¬ 
ey  saving”  ready-cut  houses  declare  that  their  experience  was  unsatisfactory  in 
final  results.  In  truth  the  ready-cut  building  is  “many  things  to  many  men” 
and  we  think  it  high  time  that  it  should  assume  its  proper  position  and  be 
known  in  its  true  form  and  by  its  real  characteristics. 

Not  An  Invention 

The  Ready-Cut  building  is  not  a  great  invention  like  the  telephone,  the 
electric  light  or  the  cotton  gin.  There  is  nothing  miraculous  about  its  con¬ 
ception  nor  remarkable  in  its  application.  There  has  never  been  a  patent  is¬ 
sued  on  it  and  never  will  be,  so  it  will  never  be  the  basis  for  a  monopoly.  Any¬ 
one  who  wishes  to  take  the  trouble  and  to  buy  the  machinery  can  manufac¬ 
ture  them,  and  they  will  therefore  always  be  subject  to  intense  competition. 


An  Industrial  Development 

The  Ready-Cut  System  of  construction  is  an  industrial  development  like 
the  steam  locomotive,  like  the  cyanide  processes  in  mining,  and  like  the  auto¬ 
mobile,  the  submarine  and  the  aeroplane.  It  is  simply  a  new  application  of 
well  known  principles  of  lumber  manufacture  to  equally  well  established 
methods  of  frame  building  construction. 


Simply  a  New  Method  of  Manufacturing  Lumber 
For  years  lumber  has  been  run  to  pattern  and  trimmed  to  length  at  the 
saw  mills,  for  as  many  years  furniture  factories  and  cabinet  shops  have  used 
the  power  driven  miter  saw  to  cut  all  kinds  of  simple  and  compound  angles 
in  all  varieties  of  wood.  But  the  lumber  from  the  saw  mills  was  never  cut  to 
the  exact  length  necessary  for  use  in  a  building,  and  the  angle  cutting  on  rafters 
and  gable  siding  was  left  to  the  carpenter  with  his  square  and  hand  saw.  When 
the  lumber  manufacturer  first  saw  that  he  could  do  all  this  work  by  machinery, 
he  simply  drew  up  a  set  of  plans,  ascertained  the  exact  amounts,  lengths  and 
angles  of  the  lumber  it  took  to  build  that  house,  set  his  trim  saws  to  that 
length  and  his  miter  saws  to  the  proper  angles  and  turned  out  his  lumber  in  a 
finished  form  ready  to  go  into  the  building.  Nothing  remarkable  about  that 
was  there?  Where  do  all  these  Arabian  Nights  Tales  come  from  anyway? 

Places  Lumber  Manufacturing  on  a  Par  with  Other  Industries 

The  only  remarkable  thing  about  the  whole  business 
is  that  the  same  methods  were  not  in  actual  use  some  time 
ago.

long  ago  found  the  advantages  and  economy  in  machine  work  as  against 
hand  labor.  Only  in  the  lumber  business  have  the  manufacturers  been  so 
unprogressive  as  to  put  their  product  to  the  consumer  in  a  really  raw  and 
unfinished  state,  thus  forcing  the  carpenters  to  frame  and  fit  by  manual 
labor  with  primitive  hand  tools  material  that  could  have  been  more  accu- 


rately  and  cheaply  finished 
by  power  driven  machin¬ 
ery  before  it  ever  left  the 
factory.  But  Ready-Cut 
building  material  now 
puts  a  finished  product  in 
the  hands  of  the  builders, 
places  the  construction 
industry  for  the  first  time 
on  a  level  with  all  others, 
and  supplies  the  one  miss¬ 
ing  link  needed  to  com¬ 
plete  the  connection  between  producer  and  consumer  in  the  building  field. 

Opposition  to  Ready-Cut  System 

The  Ready-Cut  building  has  been  subjected  to  obstacles  by  its  foes  and 
friends  alike.  The  advantages  of  pre-construction  have  been  so  obvious  to 
those  on  the  inside,  that  some  manufacturers  in  their  enthusiasm  and  eager¬ 
ness  to  get  it  before  the  public,  have  paid  more  attention  to  their  advertising 
than  to  their  details  of  construction,  have  thought  more  of  highly  colored  dis¬ 
plays  than  of  their  manufacturing,  more  of  attractive  and  catchy  designs  than 
of  the  proper  place  for  ready-cut  construction,  and  have  given  more  considera¬ 
tion  to  their  sales  than  to  satisfying  their  customers. 

Because  the  mail  order  houses  were  keen  enough  to  be  the  first  to  appre¬ 
ciate  the  tremendous  economy  in  pre-construction  and  to  take  advantage  of 
it,  the  retail  dealers  who  have  not  been  able  to  supply  ready-cut  material  have 
been  forced  to  oppose  it. 

The  carpenters  and  contractors  have  often  been  led  to  think  erroneously 
that  such  methods  would  take  work  away  from  them,  and  without  thoroughly 
investigating  the  system  have  often  discouraged  prospective  builders  from 
using  it. 

Ready-cut  Progress  Against  Opposition 

However  in  spite  of  these  difficulties  and  against  such  obstacles,  the  basic 
principles  of  ready-cut  construction  have  afforded  such  a  solid  foundation  for 
progress,  that  the  manufacture  of  ready  cut  houses  has  become  one  of  the  lar¬ 
gest  industries  in  the  United  States.  New  factories  and  new  companies  are 
building  and  forming  everywhere,  and  still  it  is  more  a  question  of  supplying 
the  demand  than  of  securing  sales.

tion  of  accurate  and  inexpensive  MACHINE  WORK  FOR  HAND  LABOR  in  the 
hardest  and  most  tedious  processes  of  building,  selling  and  supplying  finished

Why  Carpenters  have  Opposed 
Ready-Cut  Construction 


The  advent  of  labor  saving  machinery  in  olden  days  always 
stirred  up  opposition  on  the  part  of  those  whose  work  it  seemed 
to  supplant.  The  introduction  of  the  cotton-gin  incited  positive 
riots  attended  with  arson,  pillage  and  blood-shed.  When  it  was 
found  by  actual  experience,  however,  that  machinery  by  reducing 
the  cost  of  the  finished  product  created 
a  larger  demand  for  it,  and  thereby  even 
increased  the  amount  of  work  available 
and  at  higher  wages,  this  antagonism 
gradually  died  out,  until  in  modern 
times,  the  most  intelligent  and  far  sight¬ 
ed  craftsmen  of  all  trades  are  employing 
every  available  mechanical  means  to 
reduce  the  drudgery  of  their  own  work 
and  to  put  it  on  a  plane  where  they  may 
capitalize  their  intelligence  and  judg¬ 
ment  instead  of  their  hands  and  muscles. 


MODERN  CONSTRUCTION 


FRAME  BUILDINGS  HAVE  BEEN  LOSING  OUT 

This  spirit  of  progress  is  bound  to  result  in  the  acceptance  of 
machine-cut  buildings  by  the  more  progressive  carpenters  and 
contractors.  The  really  new  and  unfinished  state  in  which 
lumber  has  been  furnished  as  contrasted  with  the  universal  use 
of  machinery  in  preparing  steel,  brick,  and  concrete  for  use  in 
construction,  and  the  lack  of  standard  and  economical  structural 
details  for  wooden  buildings  have  so  increased  their  cost  in  com¬ 
parison,  and  has  made  such  a  complex  matter  of  their  planning 
and  erection  that  it  is  small  wonder  that  the  owners  and  builders 
have  been  turning  to  steel,  to  brick,  to  stone  and  concrete. 


ADVANTAGES  OF  FRAME  BUILDINGS 

The  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  exclusive  use  of  lumber 
for  small  and  moderate  sized  residences,  barns,  outbuildings, 
garages,  are  almost  too  obvious  to  require  comment.  The  possi¬ 
bility  for  attractive  designs,  for  neat  color  effects,  for  changing 
and  remodelling  to  fit  altered  conditions,  for  repainting,  for  the 
best  protection  against  heat  and  cold;  on  all  these  points  the 
frame  building  has  no  real  competition.  Added  to  these  however 
to  enable  the  frame  building  to  hold  its  proper  place  in  the  con¬ 
struction  field,  should  be  economy  of  cost  and  ease  of  erection. 
WITHOUT  these  two  factors  and  in  spite  of  its  other  advantages, 
the  frame  building  will  be  supplanted,  even  in  its  own  proper 
sphere,  by  brick,  by  steel,  stone  and  concrete. 


ECONOMY  AND  EASE  OF  ERECTION 

By  aggressive  advertising  the  dealers  and  manufacturers  of 
material  for  steel,  brick  and  concrete  buildings  have  so  en¬ 
croached  on  the  field  of  the  frame  structures  that  carpenters  are 
complaining  of  the  scarcity  of  work.  The  adoption  and  universal 
use  of  the  ready-cut  system  of  frame  construction  will  obviate 
and  remove  all  these  evils.  The  lumber  will  be  furnished  the 
carpenter  in  a  finished  state.  All  the  heavy  tedious  work  of 
sawing,  framing  and  fitting  will  be  done  by  machinery  before  it 
reaches  the  job.  Completely  detailed  plans  will  be  furnished, 
based  on  the  simplest  methods  of  erection.  The  building  will  be 
furnished  complete,  without  shortage  or  extras,  with  every  con¬ 
tingency  anticipated,  and  on  a  design  accepted  and  approved  by 
the  owner. 


BENEFITS  TO  THE  CARPENTER 

The  carpenter  then  will  not  have  to  do  the  arduous  work  of 
sawing  and  fitting,  working  with  his  hands  and  his  back.  He  will

By  machinery  this  operation  is 
performed  at  no  more  cost  than  a  square  cut,  but  for  a  carpenter  to  saw  and 
chisel  out  these  notches  would  run  the  cost  of  the  building  way  out  of  reason.

A  HAVEN  OF  REFINEMENT 


HERE  are  architectural  lines  of  the  early  English  style  and  the  Elizabethan  period.  The 
design  itself  is  absolutely  true  to  type.  No  million  dollar  mansion  could  more  clearly 
represent  the  characteristic  features  of  that  interesting  stage  of  architectural  history.

All 
floor  plans  in  this  catalog  are  drawn  on  the  same  scale; — comparison  with  other  designs  will 
clearly  show  the  magnitude  of  THE  ATTLEBORO  but  so  symmetrical  are  its  lines  that  there  is 
nothing  ungainly  or  unweildy  in  its  appearance.  Note  especially  the  characteristic  hood  over

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fOST  people  who  build 
for  themselves  or  for 
sale  have  a  few  defi¬ 
nitely  formed  ideas  that  they 
wish  to  incorporate  in  the 
plans.  They  have  formed 
these  ideas  from  the  inspec¬ 
tion  of  a  few  buildings,  the 
very  few  that  come  under  the 
observation  of  the  average 
man  who  is  not  a  professional 
builder.
